Message Referred to Committee on 


Finance by a Strictly Party Vote. 


Washington, June 17.—The message 
of President Taft recommending the 
incorporation of a provision in the 
tariff bill for the taxation of the 
earnings of corporations and the adop­ 
tion of a resolution looking to an 
amendment of the Constitution so as 
to permit the levying of an income 
tax 
without interference from 
the 
courts, which was received by the 
senate, was generally regarded by 
senators as of such transcendent Im­ 
portance as to place in the shade all 
other questions pertaining strictly to 
the schedules of the tariff bill. 
The 
message was received early in the 
afternoon and after brief discussion 
on the method of proceeding was re­ 
ferred to the committee on finance. 
There was a full senate present and 
the document received the most care­ 
ful attention from all senators. Sena­ 
tor Gore attempted to have the com­ 
mittee instructed to report on the in­ 
come tax feature of the message by 
next 
Friday, 
when, 
under 
general 
agreement, the income tax question is 
again to be taken up. 
His motion 
was, however, voted down and for 
the first time in many weeks the di­ 
vision was strictly along party lines, 
all the Republicans voting to lay on 
the table, while all the Democrats 
cast their votes against that proposi­ 
tion. 
During the informal discussion 
of the reference of the message Sena­ 
tor Bailey gave notice that he would 
demand that provision be made for a 
graduation of any income tax that 
might be provided for and Intimated 
that much time would be necessary 
to get through a provision which did 
not carry that qualification. 


Amendments Voted Down. 
After considerable more considera­ 
tion the senate adopted the finance 
committee’s recommendations regard­ 
ing the admission of Philippine prod­ 
ucts, but not until after twro or three 
amendments had been voted down. 
Senator Foster of Louisiana occupied 
the early hours of the day with a 
speech opposing the free admission 
of any Philippine sugar into the Unit­ 
ed States. 
He took the position that 
with the encouragement that would 
be given by allowing 300,000 tons of 
the Philippine product to come in free 
of duty the production of the island 
would be so rapidly increased that it 
would 
soon 
exceed 
the 
quantity 
named. 
During the afternoon Senator Aid- 
rich presented the finance committee’s 
substitute for the house zinc schedule 
and it received a major portion of the 
attention of the senate during the af­ 
ternoon. 
The committee amendment 
provided for a graduated scale of duty 
on the zinc and zinc plate of the fixed 
rate of the house bill. 
Senator Burton spoke against any 
duty on zinc ore, while Senators Hey­ 
burn, Guggenheim and others advocat­ 
ed even a stiffer rate than was pro­ 
posed by the committee. 
All 
of 
the 
finance 
committee’s 
recommendations in the zinc schedule 
were ultimately agreed to and the 
paragraph as amended was finally 
adopted. 
The committee’s suggestion 
of the changes in the silk schedule 
were also adopted. 
A number of oth­ 
er committee amendments of a minor 
character were presented just before 
adjournment and some of them were 
acted upon.

books and papers of the United Cop­ 
per company needed in the prosecu­ 
tion of F. Augustii! Helnze are miss­ 
ing 
was 
made 
public 
here 
when 
Helnze, the president of the company, 
his brother, Arthur P. Heinze, and 
Charles Warfield, a former director, 
appeared in the United States circuit 
court to plead to the indictment by 
the federal grand jury charging them 
with conspiracy to obstruct the ad­ 
ministration of justice. 
As listed in 
the findings of the grand jury, the 
missing books and papers are: 
Ten 
books of accounts, fifty letters, five 
letter press copy books, five minute 
books and fifty other documents, all 
In one trunk. The books are sought 
by the federal authorities in the in­ 
vestigation of charges th a t Heinze 
misappropriated the funds of the Mer­ 
cantile National bank, of which he 
was 
formerly 
president. 
The 
two 
Heinz>'S and Calvin O. Geer, one of 
Heinze’s associates also named in the 
Indictment, are .charged 
specifically 
with removing on May 19, forty-four 
pages from a ledger, sixteen pages 
from a journal and eighteen pages 
from 
a 
cash 
book. 
Warfield 
is 
charged with abstracting the books 
and papers of the company from the 
offices of the’ company, wrhile Arthur 
P. Heinze. individually, is accused of 
giving $100 to Tracy Buckingham, a 
clerk, at the time of his alleged flight 
to Canada when he was wanted as a 
witness by the government. 
The brothers Heinze and Warfield 
pleaded not guilty and have until 
Wednesday next to demur or to take 
such action as their counsel see fit. 
They each gave $2,500 bail.

Crown Point, Ind., June 17.—Monson 
and Stutz, driving two Marlon auto­ 
mobiles which are to compete in the 
Western Vanderbilt June 18-19, fur­ 
nished a real racing incident in prac­ 
tice 
over 
the 
Crown 
Point-Lowell 
course, one which in which tragedy 
was narrowly averted. 
Monson and Stutz found themselves 
running a close race on the double 
curve known as the “S,” a picturesque 
stretch in which the road from the 
south descends gently into a wide 
right curve. 
This curve then bends 
into a reverse to the left, describing 
a half circle and shooting at the end 
IOO yards straight away to the half- 
i way house. 
At this point the road 
I turns almost at a right angle to the 
right again on a rising grade. 
Driv­ 
ers have referred to this bend as the 
most dangerous on the route, the 
short, straight stretch tempting great­ 
er speed than can be carried around 
the curve. 
Monsen and Stutz raced 
almost bonnet to bonnet around the 
“S,” but the former 
led into the 
straightaw ay 
with 
Stutz 
following 
close in the cloud of dust raised by 
his rival. 
He saw the curve a little 
late and made too quick a turn. 
His 
axle was bent and his machinist, Ray 
Tinkler, was thrown from his seat on­ 
to the soft sod at the side of the road. 
He was uninjured, as the ear did not 
furn over.

TOWNS W RECKED BY TORNADO 


A t Least Two People Are Killed in 
Missouri. 
Joplin, Mo., June 17.—Passengers 
arriving here after midnight on a 
’Frisco railroad train reported that 
the towns of Purdy and Monett were 
wrecked and the surrounding country 
devastated by a tornado. 
At least 
two were killed, they say. 


Shell to H it Two Marks. 
A shell which will hit two marks 
will be tested during the summer. The 
solid steel head of the shell contains 
a charge of high explosive, which is 
detonated on impact. 
Back of this is 
the shrapnel chamber, containing 120 
bullets and a charge of high explosive. 
Jfche shrapnel portion can be timed to 
explode abave a body of troops, leav­ 
ing the solid head of the shell to pass 
on and strike an independent blow. 
Some preliminary tests have proved 
very satisfactory. 


J. J. H ill Would Tax the Dividends of 
Corporations. 
Washington, June 17.—“The only 
feasible plan for taxing the earnings 
of corporations is that of taxing the 
dividends.” 
This was the comment made by 
Jam es J. Hill, the railroad magnate, 
concerning President T aft’s plan to 
increase revenues by taxation of the 
income of corporations. 
“The taxing of dividends of corpo­ 
rations is the English method,” said 
Hill, “and it should be taken as a 
model by this government if a corpo­ 
rate tax is levied. 
In taxing the divi­ 
dends instead of the undivided sur­ 
plus or the net earnings, the working 
of the tax would be vastly simplified. 
There might be complications in the 
way of a levy on the undivided sur­ 
plus or net earnings. 
Application of 
the English plan would obviate that 
and reduce the operation of such tax 
to its simplest possible form.” 
Mr. Hill expressed a hope that the 
revision of the tarlfT would be com­ 
pleted shortly, so that business gen­ 
erally would be restored. 


Lutheran Conference Ends, 
Des Moines, la., June 17.—The na­ 
tional conference of the Evangelical 
Lutheran church of America came to 
a close at Clear Lake after an all 
week’s session.

ORDEAL VERY EMBARRASSING 


P laintiff Compelled to Listen to Stories 


of H er Alleged Indulgence in Alco­ 


holic Beverages and the Alleged Use 


by H er of Remarks III Suited to a 


W om an’s Tongue W hile Under In­ 


fluence of Liquor. 


New York, June 17.—Howard Gould 
did not go on the stand during the 
day to testify against his wife, Kathe­ 
rine Clemmons Gould, whose suit for 
separation he Is opposing; 
Instead 
there was a continuation of servants’ 
gossip, accounts by menials of their 
former m istress’ eccentricities, humil­ 
iating details, as sworn to on the 
stand, of Mrs. Gould’s alleged fond­ 
ness for alcoholic beverages and her 
m anner at such times when what the 
witnesses said was influence of liquor 
brought from her Ups rem arks that 
are ill suited to a wom an’s tongue. 
And indications are that the plaintiif 
m ust endure for another day, possibly 
for two, the embarrassing ordeal of 
listening to the testimony of former 
servants, all of whom have been called 
at the instance of her husband to 
sustain, 
if possible, his contention 
that living with his wife wTas imprac­ 
ticable 
and 
decidedly 
unpleasant, 
hence that the charge of abandon­ 
ment, the mainstay of Mrs. Gould’s 
case, Is not borne out. 
As several other w itnesses are to 
be called by the defense, announce­ 
m ent was made by Justice Dowling 
just before adjournment of the case 
in the supreme court th at late ses­ 
sions will be held during the remain­ 
der of the week. 
W hat Katherine Clemmons Gould 
heard during the day was but a re­ 
iteration. and in some respects an 
amplification of the previous day’s tes­ 
timony, the basis of which was that 
at various and divers times at the 
vpst Long Island show place, Castle 
Gould, she had according to the wit­ 
nesses, been intoxicated, had abused 
menials, given arbitrary and unreason­ 
able commands to the servants and 
had used rather servere language I d 
altercations with her husband. 


Servants on the Stand. 
Coachman, gardener, chambermaid 
and other servants went on the stand 
and swore to the dem eanor of tho 
woman who used to give them orders. 
An occasion when th e would have 
fallen from her carriage but for tho 
protecting arm of a coachman, an at­ 
tem pt of her’s to drive through a 
closed gate, a time when a footman 
saved her from falling when intoxi­ 
cated, as he testified, wrere among 
the things alleged as Long Island rus­ 
tic or former servant went on and 
passed from the witness stand. 
As on the previous day Mrs. Gould 
was greatly moved as she heard these 
declarations, and she has evinced her 
intention of fighting bitterly in re­ 
buttal against them. 
A carpenter, Herbert Trotter, wras 
the last witness of the day. 
He said 
when he was working in the servants’ 
quarters, Mrs. Gould rushed in at one 
time, swore at and abused the ser­ 
vants. 
“ Her voice was shaky and inco­ 
herent, her hair disheveled and she 
was very profane. 
She wras decided­ 
ly drunk,” said the witness. 
“At another time she came Into the 
stables while I was working there, 
and swore at the grooms, and was so 
drunk that every one could tell she 
w as 
drunk,” 
he 
continued. 
“She 
tried to go upstairs to the harness 
room, hut could not navigate the 
steps,” he added emphatically.

TAX ON INCOMES 
OF CORPORATIONS 


Recommended to Congress by 


President Taft. 


DENVER 
CLUB 
VICTORIOUS 


Washington, June 17.— Recommend­ 
ing legislation looking to the placing 
of a 2 per cent tax on the net income 
of corporations and also the adoption 
of an amendment to the Constitution 
providing for the imposition of an 
income tax without an apportionment 
among the several states, President 
Taft sent t<f congress a message em­ 
bodying his views on the subject. 
This action followed a protracted spe­ 
cial meeting of the cabinet. 
In his message the president speaks 
of the apparent inability of congress 
to agree to an inheritance tax, and as 
regards an income tax he refers to 
the decision of the supreme court in 
the case of Pollock vs. the Farm ers’ 
Loan and Trust company, in which 
the court held the tax to be uncon­ 
stitutional unless apportioned accord­ 
ing to population. 
“It is,” says the president, “undoubt­ 
edly a power which the government 
ought to have. 
It might be indis­ 
pensable to the nation’s life in groat 
crises.’’ 
I'he amendment, therefore, he de­ 
clared was the only proper course. 
Such an amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion, he contended, was preferable to 
the one proposed of reviving a law 
Judicially declared to be unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The amendment which he proposes 
should be made to the tariff bill pro­ 
vides for the imposition upon all cor­ 
porations and joint stock companies 
for profit, except; national banks (oth­ 
erwise taxed), savings banks, and 
building and loan associations, cf an 
excise tax of 2 per cent on the net 
income of said corporation. 
This, It 
is estim ated by him, will bring an an­ 
nual revenue of $25,000,000. 
“This is a tax on privilege and not 
on property,” he says, “and is with­ 
in the federal power without appor­ 
tionment according to population.” 
The president points out that an­ 
other merit to the tax on corpora­ 
tions is the federal supervision, which 
will give to the government, the stock­ 
holders and the public knowledge of 
the real business transactions and the 
gains and profits of every corporation 
in the country. 
The adoption of the 
amendment, he says, will make a long 
step “toward that supervisory control 
of corporations which may prevent a 
further abuse of power.” 


Appears to Have a Safe Claim on the 
Morris Memorial Trophy. 
Chicago, June 17.—From unofficial 
scores so far received it appears that 
the Denver Country club of Denver, 
Colo., has a safe claim on the Tom 
Morris memorial trophy, for which 
the first annual competition took place 
on the links of the Western Golf as­ 
sociation. 
The Denver flayers report a score 
of IG down on par. 
Close behind 
them came the Annandale Country 
club of Pasadena, Cal., with a score of 
17 down. 
The Inverness club of Toledo, O., 
led by Harold Weber, scored a 22; 
the Memphis (Tenn.) Country club, 
23; 
the Exmoor club of Highland 
Park. 111., 25, and the Oakmont club 
of Pittsburg 36. 
Par for the Denver Country club 
course is 75*£ and the distance is 
6,132 3rards. 
Among the other scores reported 
were: 
Country club, Los Angeles, Cal., 43; 
Onwent.sia club, Lake Forest, 111., 46; 
Country club, Omaha, and Arlington 
Country club, Columbus, O., 49; Sko­ 
kie Country club, Chicago, 50; Bever­ 
ly Country club, Chicago, 52; River­ 
side Country club, Chicago, 53; Golf 
club, Detroit, 54; Midlothian Country 
club, Chicago, 55.

San Francisco, June 17.—Patrick 
Calhoun’s explanation of the bribery 
indictment against him was practical­ 
ly submitted to the Jury when M. A. 
Moore, senior of the six counsel for 
the president of the United Railroads, 
promised to close his case during the 
first hour of today’s session. 
Mr. Moore’s argument, consuming 
eight hours, was pronounced by ad­ 
herents of both sides a masterly re­ 
view of the case. 
Mr. Moore declared 
there was a fatal error in the prosecu­ 
tion’s case in the testimony designed 
to show the offer of a bribe. 
The 
state had failed, he declared, to show 
that 
Gallagher 
made 
an 
offer 
to 
Nicholas prior to actual payment of 
the money. 
He argued, regarding ex­ 
tracts from the transcripts of prior 
trials, that Gallagher and Nicholas 
had both failed on several occasions 
prior to the present trial to testify 
that any such offer had been made 
and he intimated that the prosecution 
had submitted a machine-made case 
that showed the marks of the tools. 
"Without this potent factor for this 
absolute essential,” said Moore, “this 
case falls to the ground of its own 
weight. 
If there was no offer, there 
was no bribe. 
Nicholas, as well as 
Gallagher, comes before you an ac­ 
credited perjurer and has confessed 
as well that he had been guilty of 
high crimes against the state. 
He 
has sworn both ways—first, that he 
had received an offer, and then that 
he had not.” 
Mr. Moore was particularly severe 
In his denunciation of James L. Gal­ 
lagher. 


ICE KING 
IS OUT ON BAIL 


Charles W. Morse W ill Be Free for 
Four Months. 
New York, Juno 17.—Charles W. 
Morse, convicted banker, was released 
on bail pending the taking up of his 
appeal iii the United States circuit 
court of appeals next October. 
For 
nearly four months Morse will be free 
to go and come as he pleases. 
At the 
end of that time the court of appeals 
will either order a new trial or af­ 
firm the sentence of fifteen years’ im­ 
prisonment imposed upon the former 
ice king in November of last year. 
The bail bond for $125,000 was 
signed by twenty wealthy friends of 
Morse who volunteered for this serv­ 
ice several months ago, and Morse 
quit the custody of the United States 
marshal. 
“I am very glad for this,” he said 
lo a little group of friends who gath­ 
ered about him in the federal building 
to offer their congratulations. 
“And 
now I have a busy four months be­ 
fore me. 
I am going straight to my 
home and take care of myself and of 
my wife. 
There is a little planning 
to be done, and we expect to go to the 
country for a short time until I can 
think it all out. Then I shall get back 
here and climb into the harness to- 
pull all the tangled threads together 
again.” 
The order of the court admitting 
Morse to bail came as something of a. 
surprise to his wife and friends when 
it was handed down. 
They have been 
working for his release since the early 
part of the year, but there had been. 
go indication that a response to their 
petitions would, be given at once.

Borah, Bristow , Cummins, La Follette 
and Clapp, conferred to determ ine 
what their attitu d e is to be In relation 
to the income tax am endm ent to the 
tariff bill in th e face of President 
T aft’s special m essage to congress 
favoring the subm ission of th e ques­ 
tion to the sta te s for a constitutional 
amendment and the enactm ent of a 
law taxing th e net earnings of corpo­ 
rations. 
They decided th at the president’s 
plan is not inconsistent w ith their de­ 
mand for th e adoption of an am end­ 
m ent taxing incomes and th at both 
may be adopted in harmony. 
They 
assume th at th e president’s plan, en­ 
dorsed by leading Republicans on the 
finance 
com m ittee, 
is 
designed 
to 
“chloroform” the income tax am end­ 
ment, but nevertheless announce that 
they will continue to fight for its 
adoption. 
In a brief statem ent pre­ 
pared by M essrs. Borah and Bristow, 
the 
supporters 
of 
an 
income 
tax 
am endm ent say: 
‘‘The friends of the income tax feel 
it a duty to continue to put forth 
every effort to secure the adoption of 
the measure. They will therefore urge 
the adoption of the am endm ent. Th^y 
also stand ready to support a resolu­ 
tion providing for an am endm ent to 
the Constitution of the U nited States.

corporation tax. 
A tax upon the net 
income of corporations also will very 
imperectly reach the desired result. 
It will tax tens of thousands of stock­ 
holders whose total incomes are very 
small and will exempt in large m eas­ 
ures immense personal incomes of the 
country. 
The 
provision 
they 
favor 
treats large 
incomes exactly alike, 
whether, received by corporations or 
individuals, and w hether arising from 
interest, 
dividends, 
inheritances 
or 
otherwise. 
The plan which they pro­ 
pose simply carries the president’s 
views to their legitim ate end and is 
as consonant with the decision of the 
supreme court as is the tax on cor­ 
poration incom es alone. 
There Is no 
reason for exem pting from this tax 
the vast incomes of individuals like 
Carnegie, Rockefeller and others, a 
very large p art of whose fortunes do 
not consist of corporation stocks. 
It 
is also well known that the corpora­ 
tions, especially the larger ones, can 
in most instances shift the burden of 
the tax to the public by imposing up­ 
on the people increased charges and 
prices. 
“As to the publicity feature, there 
Is no substantial difference between 
the two m easures. 
In other words, 
there is the sam e necessity for secur­ 
ing inform ation and Insuring publicity 
in the income tax as in the corpora­ 
tion tax. 
“Every possible effort will be made 
to secure the passage of the Income 
tax am endm ent.” 
The small attendance at the con­ 
ference, it is asserted, does not augur 
a lack of sym pathy with the income 
tax proposition, but is explained by 
the fact th a t the meeting was not 
called until after the president’s mes­ 
sage was received and many senatofs 
had engagem ents which they could 
not break.
